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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: After careful review of the amendments the 
rejection of 35 USC 101 will be withdrawn due the amendments filed 10.29.2008. Further the amendments made at an attempt to overcome 
the prior art does not appear to the Examiner to overcome the prior art. In regards to claims 1-16; the prior art teaches a control similar as 
detailed in the claim language in such that the user is able to interact with the system using a mouse (which is visually indicated with a 
cursor within the graphical user interface) from there the user is able to manipulate the control with the on-screen cursor wherein when the 
user interacts with the control the corresponding view port (display screen showing 3D objects) changes its orientation (jumps to a new 
degree of orientation). The current claim language featured in claims 1-16 as believed by the Examiner cite what is taught by the prior art 
for at least this reason; that the user is able to interact with a control that is presented inside of a display screen with displays a 3D object 
wherein the user is able to manipulate (rotate control) to change the orientation of the display screen to reflect a different angle of the 3D 
object that is being currently displayed inside of the display screen in such the control itself is rotated so as to provide a visual 
representation of what degree of orientation the user is currently viewing within the view port. The amendments do not effectively amend 
the currently claim language to over come the prior art which teaches the user being able to manipulate the control with the mouse (cursor) 
to change screen orientation. The same rationale presented in the pervious final office action will be maintained . 
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
